1. (Original) A sensor, comprising; 
a laser element, producing a diverging beam; and 
a single substrate, including a first diffractive optical 
element placed to receive the diverging beam and produce a 
fringe based thereon, a scattering element which scatters said 
fringe beam based on particles being detected, and a second 
diffractive element receiving scattered light. 



2. (Original) A sensor as in claim 1, wherein said single 
substrate includes a first surface which includes both said 
first and second diffractive optical elements. 



3. (Original) A sensor as in claim 2, further comprising 
a second surface, opposite said first surface, including a 
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
